Republican congressman for the 
seat in Washington from the 
new 5th Congressional District. 
He polled 4.245 votes to the 
3,899 gained by Ware. 
Despite the fact that 8.346' 
Pottstown residents voted, only 
2.419 bothered to vote on the 
question of the constitutional 
amendment for flood relief. 
And of those who did vote, 
the amendment gained; favor by 
a margin of 1.834 to 585.

The 19th Senatorial District, 
once the second largest in Penn­ 
sylvania, was cut down by re-

The district is now made up 
of 38 municipalities in eastern

he would confront at least two 
more years of Democratic con­ 
trol in Congress.

ing precincts in Montgomery, 
Chester and Delaware Counties 
show Ware with slightly less 
than a two-to-one victory m ar­ 
gin. 
And the outcome reflects that 
in the die-hard Republican dis­ 
tricts of the three counties, 1972 
just isn’t the time to go against 
the odds. 
During the months-long cam­ 
paign!, Yerger ran. hard, spend­ 
ing more than three times as 
much effort, to campaigning than 
Ware, who said his presence

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Indeed, with 10 races still in 
doubt, 
the Republicans were 
actually losing .seats in. the Sen­ 
ate they had hoped to take 
over. 
And 
GOP 
inroads 
in 
the 
House 
were not approaching 
the massive gains they needed 
to take charge there. 
With 47 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s 
precincts counted, 
the 
popular vote read this way: 
Nixon 23,795,541 votes or 62 
per cent. 
McGovern 13.898.573 or 37 per 
cent. 
That translated to 42 states 
with 425 electoral votes for the 
President, and left McGovern 
with 17 electoral votes, in Mas­ 
sachusetts and the District of 
Columbia. 
Nixon led in the other six 
states where returns had been 
tallied. 
In his hour of triumph, Nixon 
told the nation; 
“We are on the eve of what 
could be the greatest gener­ 
ation of 
peace—true peace— 
mankind has ever known.” 
“ . . , The greatest landslide 
in history means nothing unless 
It is a victory for all Ameri­ 
cans.” the President said in a 
nationally broadcast and tele­ 
vised victory statement from 
the White House. 
Then, in a hotel ballroom 
crowded, with his. jubilant sup­ 
porters, Nixon declared “ the 
next four years will be the time 
we try to make ourselves wor­ 
thy of that victory.” 
M c G o v e r n conceded his 
crushing defeat in a telegram 
from, 
his Sioux Falls, 
S.D., 
headquarters, wiring, the Presi­ 
dent: 
“I hope that in the next four 
years you will lead us to a 
time of peace abroad and jus­ 
tice at home. You have my full 
support, in such, efforts..”' 
Then the South Dakota sena­ 
tor who had campaigned from 
obscurity to nomination to land­ 
slide loss told his supporters to 
“ play the role of the loyal oppo­ 
sition.” 
He said there .1,9 no question 
that his campaign had pushed 
the nation toward peace. 
There was no question that 
Nixons’ 
coattails 
had helped 
some 
Republicans, 
notably 
Rep. William! Scott of Virginia, 
who defeated Sen. William B.

presidential win in. the state in 
a half century, also didn’t in­

elected easily. 
Control of the state legisla­ 
ture, now held slimly by the 


Democrats, remained in doubt. 
But here. too. the big Nixon 
vote wasn’t rubbing off on chal­ 
lenging Republicans. 
Nixon forged his landslide, to 
win the crucial bloc of 27 elec­ 
tors, by cutting deeply into the 
Democratic city strongholds— 
especially Philadelphia, where 
he had 
the backing of the 
Democratic mayor—and getting 
an even bigger chunk of the 
normally 
Republican counties 
and white suburbs.

Every once in awhile, in one of its 
slower moments,, the United Nations gets 
around to discussing colonialism. This 
is unfortunate, because the world organi­ 
zation sounds m ore asinine every time it 
talks about the subject. 


Colonialism in the UN is a one-sided 
street. 
It sees every possession, every 
territory, every political attachment of 
a western power as a horrible example 
of imperialism at its worst. 


But it blithely ignores the largest and 
most repressive colonial power on earth 
today — the Soviet Union. 


When Goa was a Portuguese posses­ 
sion 
(a 
political 
status, 
incidentally, 
which went back som e 500 years), hardly 
a month passed that some agency of the 
UN was not condemning Portugal for 
mistreatment of the tiny territory. Then 
cam e the vicious Indian attack on Goa, 
which ended in total assim iliation into 


India and the obliteration of the territory 
as a political identity. 


This action the UN did not condemn, 
nor has any significant reference been 
made to Goa in the world organization 
since it disappeared behind Indian “lib­ 
eration” a decade ago. 


Not that the UN has forgotten its double 
standard on colonialism. A constant en­ 
emy of free peoples, according to UN de­ 
finition, is the United States! It is worried 
no end about United States repression of 
Puerto Rico, which is periodically brought 
to the fore in the UN by Cuba! 


B ecause of the caliber of m em bers 
which have recently been admitted to the 
UN, no one should be surprised if the UN 
not only voted the U.S. out of Puerto 
Rico, but voted India in as administrator 
and benevolent protector if Castro de­ 
clines the post. 


Controlling Noise 


Of all the forms of pollution to which 
the human body is subject in industrial 
nations, noise m ay be the most insidious 
of all. It cannot be seen, or sm elled, it is 
caused by numerous and diverse sources 
and it frequently is not recognized as a 
danger even by those most afflicted. 


Yet the number of Americans who 
have been affected by noise ranges in 
estim ates up to 80 million. It is not only 
the eardurm s which a re dam aged. The 
psychological dam age to individuals who 
m ust live and work surrounded by noise 
defies m easurem ent on a large scale. 


Noise can be m easured, however, and 
though there is som e disagreem ent on 
w hat level humans can withstand with­ 
out significant dam age, developing na­ 
tional standards m ay be among the first 
results of legislation hastily enacted in 
the windup of the 92nd Congress. 


The measure which finally passed was 
a compromise am ong several with wide 
support. It provides for a noise abatement 
program costing $21 million over three 
years. Excluded from the final version 
was a prohibition against the landing of 
supersonic 
transports 
in 
the 
United 
States. 


The Environmental Protection Agency 
is given responsibility under the bill to 
devise standards for noise on construction 


and transportation machinery, electrical 
and electronic equipment and motors and 
engines. 


Violators of the standards could be 
fined up to $25,000 a day or imprisoned 
up to one year. A unique provision per­ 
mits citizens to bring suit against the 
government or any others who failed to 
follow the provisions. 


In short, while a compromise of more 
stringent restrictions offered originally 
by both the House and Senate, the em erg­ 
ing legislation has teeth in it which it 
will be difficult to ignore. Supporters of 
control will argue it does not go far 
enough, but entering a field in which 
there are no present national standards 
and a hop-scotch of local ones, the m ea­ 
sure is a strong' step tow ard putting 
mufflers on the cacophony of sound. 


Progress in reducing the decibel lim its 
may com e more slowly in som e fields 
than in others. Im patience in reaching 
established goals m ust be tempered with 
the reality that som e sources of noise can­ 
not be altered under existing technology 
without serious consequences to em ploy­ 
ment or other essential considerations. 


Recognizing 
the 
initial 
lim itations, 
however, still leaves much room for im ­ 
provement. It is toward that goal that 
the 
initial 
national 
effort 
should 
be 
directed.

Editor: It did not 
require a comprehensive study 
to reveal how much the federal 
bureaucracy 
has 
grown 
In 
recent, years, or 'the extent of 
its fiscal 
disarray. 
But The 
Conference Board, a business 
study group, 
has made one 
anyway. 
It 
warns 
that 
the 
growing federal deficit carries 
an economic thrust of its own 
— one which may be difficult 
to control.* 
“Massive 
and almost, .con­ 
tinuous 
jumps 
In 
federal 
spending since 1965 are posing 
a serious threat to the country’s 
economic stability,” the study 
concludes. 
Fiscal 1973 is heading for a 
deficit, of .$31 billion, following 
two years of $23 billion deficits 
each. “Increasing: 
actual, 
as 
well 
as 
full 
employment, 
deficits,” the Conference Board 
warns, “thus accrue at a time 
when inflation remains an issue 
o f 
major 
concern, 
when 
unemployment is declining, and 
when the economy is moving 
into substantially higher gear. 
“Clearly, the fiscal rules that 
were at the heart of the New 
Economics have been stood on 
their head, while the dynamics 
of the outlay thurst continue to 
be ignored.” 
Federal, spending for civilian 
goals is 
rising much faster 
than military spending, from an 
average of 10.4 percent of the 
gross national product in 1962-65 
to 14.6 percent in 1973. Defense 
outlays will consume about 6.5 
percent of the GNP in 1973.

Fond of Good Living

The town had its high m om ents during those 
days of wine and roses. You doubt that there were 
high swingers in 1879? Then listen a few moments 
to the antics of Pottstown s Town < 
£uní ® 
lovely soiree prepared for them by W. R. Shuler 
and his wife at Shuler's .Hotel: 
, 
“The Town Council, of the Borough, of Potts­ 
town 
having completed their year’s business, 
met ’at the Farm ers' Hotel, on Wednesday even­ 
ing the 28th (M arch), and there received the 
only pay they are allowed for the discharge of 
their official duties, by partaking of a supper 
presented by mine host, W. R. Shuler, his good 
wife and their 
a s s i s t a n 
t s . Thirty-seven persons 
were present on, the occasion,, including the pre­ 
sent borough officials, ex-officers of town, re­ 
porters and others. Chief Burgess Henry G. Ku p 
presided. 
“The supper was a capital affair, the tables 
being neatly arranged and ornamented, the viands 
choice, and the cookery superb — everything in 
admirable keeping' with the reputation which the 
host and hostess of the Farm ers’ enjoy among 
strangers and travelers who make that well 
ordered house their home while staying in P otts­ 
town. The bouquets were very neat, and the en­ 
tertainment' was none the less enjoyable in the 
entire absence of beverages of any kind, except­ 
ing tea, coffee and cold water. 
“The speeches were of a humorous character, 
especially that of the District Attorney, who 
gravely remarked that he him self had been a 
Councilman in the borough FIFTY YEARS AGO. 
“Among the prominent guests of the evening 
was the oldest living ex-Councilman, Hon. John 
Thompson, who held the office in 1823, fifty-six 
years ago, and also the next oldest Councilman, 
Henry Geist, .Esq.,, who was in. cou.nc.il in 1829. 
Mr. Thompson is also the oldest ex-Burgess of the 
borough, having been chief m agistrate of the 
town in 1829, and he is also the oldest ex-Town 
Clerk, which position he filled over fifty years 
ago. Mr. Thompson is about 79 years of age, and 
Mr. Geist, who is nearly 78, were, seated next to 
the present worthy Burgess, who is a grandson 
of Mr, Geist. 
“While speaking of the oldest ex-Burgess and 
oldest ex-Councilman of Pottstown, we may re­ 
mark that there is but one person now living, 
the venerable Henry Arms, who resides near 
Douglassville, who was a citizen of this place and 
old enough to vote, when the borough was in­ 
corporated on the 6th of April, 1815. 
“ Of the thirty-five or forty persons whose 
names appear on the tally list of voters for that 
year, Mr. Arms is the only one remaining — all 
the rest have gone home. Mr. Henry Geist states 
that of the m ale residents of the place who had 
grown to manhood when he rem oved to Potts­ 
town in 1827, there are but the following persons 
now living, so far as he is aware: Jacob Kulp, 
John Thompson, Charles Leader,. John. M auger, 
John Eckerd, John H. Hobart, Henry Mintzer and 
Henry Lessig. 
“During the entertainment of the evening the 
reflection suggested itself to m ore than one of 
the guests — will any of those who are now filling 
the positions of the town, be present to answer 
the roll call on such an occasion fifty years hence 
. . . 
it might be possible that one or more of the 
present ‘fathers* of the town would be spared to 
see that distant period, 1929, and to relate the 
incidents of the supper gone by , . . and that they 
may have as pleasant an affair as did the guests 
at Mr. Shuler’s Hotel last evening . . . ” 
Of the fact that spring had arrived, residents 
were forcibly reminded, by the sight of the jessa­ 
mine vine in full bloom, on the eastern walls of the 
post office. And if they had not been about town 
in their carriages, the fact still would be made 
known to them by the Daily Ledger: 
“The time has come when the careful house­ 
keeper will get his whitewashing apparatus in 
condition for the spring cam paign, which has now 
burst upon us.” 
The students of Prof. M eigs Hill School are 
placing the cricket grounds in order and have 
purchased an entire set of bats, balls, wickets, 
etc, etc, and during the sum m er the- national 
gam e of England will supersede base ball among 
the Hill School pupils.” 
The paper had announced earlier that a very 
fine assortment of gentlemen,s’ fur collars w as 
available at Roots, 217 High St. Ladies were told 
that if they wanted a pair of very neat and fash­ 
ionable button shoes, they had better hurry to 
Edlemaq’s: 
“The march of progress is again experienced 
in the business marts of our town merchants, by 
the addition to the already large list of fine and 
elegant stores of a very attractive china and 
glassware emporium, a branch establishment of 
the wholesale store of Captain William Auchen- 
bach. 
“The fast increasing business of Mr. Auchen- 
bach, at his old stand. 103 High street, and the 
need for additional storage room necessitated 
this move, which Is an addition both in a business 
point and appearance to our borough. The new 
store, which is located at the place formerly oc­ 
cupied by Charles Brooke, is placed in charge of 
Mr. Harry Auchenbach, and was opened to the 
public on Monday last. 
In the daytim e the ware occupying the win­ 
dow' and shelves present a fine appearance, — at 
night under the bright glare of m any lights, it is 
transferred to a perfect china palace. The sale 
stock embraces everything in the line of table- 
ware or other household com m odities, from the 
inest American ware to the latest French or 
English designs. 
“Lamps, swinging in elegant chandeliers, — 
the well-lighted apartment attesting their illumi­ 
nating power. — forms a branch of goods, num­ 
bers of which are in stock, several in appearance. 
This is the only place in Pottstown devoted ex­ 
clusively to the sale of china, and we predict for 
it a liberal share of public patronage.”

One would have to go back 
to the 1944 campaign between 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Thomas E. Dewey to resurrect 
si:mi,'la r gutter 'politics. Mr. 
Roosevelt was running for a 
fourth term. Dewey's gambit 
was built around the phrase 
that the White House was full 


of “"tired, quarrelsome old 


W k A M ** 
men.This was not true. But then, 
neither was Alice Roosevelt 
Longworth’s dismissal of Dewev 
as “the little man on the 
wedding cake.” By the time 
election day — Nov. 7 — fell 
due, personal rancor was at 
such a pitch that Dewey refused 
to send the usual telegram of 
congratulation to Roosevelt, the 
winner. 
At 3 a.m., the President 
shoved his wheelchair toward 
the back hall at Hyde Park and 
turned it onto his personal 
dumbwaiter. He looked at Bill 
Hassett and a few others and 
said softly: “I still hate the son 
of a bitch!” The wounds 
remained open and festering 
until the President died — and 
beyond the grave. 
this campaign showed little 
that was constructive on either 
side. Promises were made, but 
similar promises were made in 
t h e 
1968 
campaign. 
The 
paramount feature of this shoot­ 
out was its accusations, Once, 
when I ran for freeholder in 
Bergen County, N.J.. I was 
counseled: “Do not point up the 
shortcomings of the opposition; 
tell the' people what you plan 
to do to make this a better 
community.” 
I followed the advice, and was 
trounced 122.000 votes to 60,000. 


America enjoys hostility. It gets 
its kicks out of the crude game 
of picking sides in baseball, 
football, basketball, politics, and 
heaping abuse on the opposition. 
The biggest surprise to me 
was reflected in the attitude of 
my friends. Those gentle souls 
who, for four years, had been 
telling me how President Nixon 
had betrayed every promise he 
ever made, were now growling 
that McGovern was a “wild 
man; dangerous.” I asked who 
they would vote for. 
“Well.” they said, “guess I 
gotta stick with Nixon, He’s not 
wild and, crazy.” These were 
t'he men who. for four years, 
had cluttered my conversation 
with all the dire things they 
planned to do to Nixon when 
he ran for re-election. 
The alignment of both parties 
is askew. The Democrats are 
torn between the metropolitan 
liberals and the southern con­ 
servatives. 
In 
truth, 
the 
southern Democrats are more 
Republican than Nixon. About 
3 per cent of the current 
Republican vote is liberal 
Democratic. Few honor the 
party badge they wear. 
Mr. Nixon promised that he 
would .not introduce a new tax 
bill next year. This is an easy 
promise to keep, because the 
tax bill is up to Wilbur Mills 
and the Congress. If they hike 


taxes — as they must — Nixon 
can state truthfully that it Is 
not his doing; the onus is on 
the Congress. 
Perhaps, as a people, we are 
not politically 
mature. 
In 
France, everyone makes a 
hobby of politics. The moment 
a government is elected, the 
people begin to shoot it down 
because they think that is their 
right. Here, once we are aligned 
with a party or a politician, 
we feel bound to defend our 
choice down the line. It hurts 
to believe that the “opposition” 
has virtues worth study. 
I’m glad the election is over. 
Bury it in shame ...

On The Line 
Book Tells of JFK 
People Hardly Knew

NEW' YORK — Anybody who 
misses President John F. 
Kennedy particularly around 
this time of year, better get 
ready to pick up a copy of a 
new and poignantly personal 
book about him, called “Johnny, 
We Hardly Knew Ye.” 
It is the work of two men 
wrho were closer to the 35th 
President of the United States 
than anybody else except his 
wife and his brother 'Bobby. The 
authors of the new book, to be 
published, by Little, Brown, are 
Kenneth P. O’Donnell and David 
P. Powers, with an assist from 
one of the best pros of con­ 
temporary 
journalism, 
Joe 
McCarthy. 
O’Donnell and Powers had 
unique roles in the Kennedy 
White House. Ken’s official title 
was appointments secretary, 
which meant that he controlled 
who saw the President and for 
how long. But that title was 
a cover for other facets. He 
was the trouble shooter, the 
expediter, the devil’s advocate, 
and has. a lease on JFK’s 
political ear, the one with the 
good hearing. Bobby had t'he 
other ear. 
Dave was the President’s 
gentle friend, the companion in 
his daily swims, the man who 
could make him laugh and 
carry on in face of personal 
pain and discomfiture. 
The book’s title? It comes 
from the lyric of an Irish folk 
song about a young wife who 
sees her husband dispatched to 
war shortly after their marriage 
and despairs — correctly — of 
ever seeing him again. Millions 
of Americans felt that same 
way Nov. 22, 1963, when the 
youthful and vital President 
they were just beginning to 
accept with pride and un­ 
derstanding was mowed down 
by the bullets of a senseless 
assassin. 
The 
book 
captures 
the 
gossamer charm that was 
Kennedy’s, what it was like to 
work with him during his 
political years — 1946-1963 — 
his moods, mannerism, ways of 
speech, patterns of work and 
play, and the relationship with 
his. wife, children, father, 
mother,, brothers and ateten. 
It contains, an "interesting 
comm e n. t a. r y on President 
Nixon. McGovern isn’t men­ 


tioned in the book. Here’s Ken, 
O’Donnell as narrator: 
“When we were watching 
Henry Cabot Lodge on television 
at the Republican convention 
the night he accepted the Vice 
P r e s i d e n t i a l nomination, 
Kennedy said to us, ‘That's the 
last Nixon will see of Lodge.

Buildings to Be Razed 
Council Again Ignores Plea 
To Save Boyertown History 


For the fourth time in six 
months, 
Boyertown 
borough 
council Monday evening voted 
to proceed with redevelopment 
plans requiring the demolition 
of three buildings on West 
Philadelphia 
Avenue, 
which 
date from the early 1800s. 
After a stormy discussion1, In 
which 50 residents stressed the 
historic 
importance of the 
structures, council, voted 8 to 
0 to proceed as planned earlier. 
The buildings are scheduled 
to be replaced with housing for 
the elderly as part of the 
Colonial Corners urban renewal 
project. 
The residents, members of the 
B o y e r t o w n Area Historical 
Society, asked council to contact 
the federal 
Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment to see if the buildings can 
be spared. 


UPSET TIM ETA BLE 
Robert I. Gottorn, borough 
solicitor, told the group that any 
changes would require action by 
two federal, two county and two 
borough agencies and this would 
“upset the timetable,” 
Several councilmen said if the 
project had been presented 
earlier in the redevelopment 
program, the situation may 
have been different concerning 
HUD’s action... 
Col. John. D. Young, president, 
of the Society, said the site is 
Boyertown’s leading historical 
attraction and could be con­ 
verted into a museum, cultural 


center, and headquarters for the 
society. 
Richard R. Del p. executive 
director of the Berks County 
Redevelopment Authority, said 
declarations of taking were filed 
Monday 
in 
Berks 
County 
Courthouse and the authority 
now owns the property. 
Last month a. petition with 400 
signatures was presented to 
council requesting that the 
structures be saved. 
RESTORATION 
Young explained that the 
society asked council to sever 
the buildings only from the rest 
of the redevelopment tract so 
they could be restored. 
But council decided to 'Con­ 
tinue its original plan 
of 
acquiring and demolishing the 
properties 
so 
that 
public 
housing for senior citizens can 
be built, and so that Walnut 
Street can be straightened, 
according to a letter to the 
society dated Oct, 21 and signed 
by all, councilmen,., 
“Severance 
of 
the 
Im­ 
provements from the entire 
tract 
was 
considered 
and 
eliminated some time ago,” the 
letter said. 
‘ ‘ R e t e n t i o n because of 
historical significance cannot be 
substantiated.” 
However, council suggested to 
the society that otter historical 
buildings with 
unusual 
ar­ 
chitecture may be worthy of 
preservation. 
MOVING SUGGESTED 
Another possibility is moving 


the 
structures 
to 
another 
location, the letter said. 
“We are concerned,” Young 
said, “because council has 
made all its decisions in the 
matter without any of the 
society members present. 
“We appeared before council 
to make our presentation but 
action was taken only after we 
left.“Thus the decisions were 
m a d e 
without 
substantive 
discussion between us. 
“The society also presented 
plans, figures and, building code 
information but council has 
chosen not to address itself to 
those items,” Young continued. 
'Only last month the buildings,,, 
including another at 38 W. 
Philadelphia Ave.,, were donated 
to the society by Blanche and 
Daniel Boyer, parents of James 
Boyer, president of National 
Bank of Bovertown. 
CHARTER M EETIN G 
But at its charter meeting in 
January, the society made the 
ancient, landmark buildings the 
first order of business. 
Ever since the three-year 
redevelopment 
program 
for 
downtown Boyertown was ap­ 
proved last year, the com­ 
munity was aware that some 
of the oldest buildings in the 
area would fall prey to the 
wreckers, according to Young. 
The action recommended by 
the society was to sever the 
buildings and 10 feet of land 
behind them from the rest of 
the development. 


'The society owns 
18,000 
square feet of property on that 
site as a result of the Boyer 
gift.Thomas J. Farmer, Boyer­ 
town architect, estimates that 
the two-story building at 40 and 
42 W. Philadelphia Ave., was 
built in the early 1800s, while 
the three-story building,, at the 
corner of Walnut Street and 
West 
Philadelphia 
Avenue, 
dates from 1850. 
ABOVE AVERAGE 
The homes were considered 
above average at that time, but 
they have been vacant for 
several years. 
The historical society is in­ 
terested 
in 
preserving 
the 
buildings, restoring them., and 
c r e a d i n g 
a 
museum, a 
repository for historical ar- 
t i f a c t s , and establishing 
headquarters for the society. 
One of the buildings has been 
used as a Salvation Army 
warehouse for several years 
and another was used by the 
Carl.

customer to fill his own gas 
tank.

That, price war ended in. the 
summer, however when the self- 
service island 
was opened 
Coulston dropped his price by 
2 cents on every gallon. 
“I'm not trying to start 
another 
war. 
They’re 
not 
profitable and I don’t like 
them,” said the owner. “I’m just 
trying to' offer motorists a more 
attractive price so they will try 
this new experiment in self- 
service. 
“People in this area like- 
service but an even stronger 
selling point is that they are 
price conscious.” 
From the owner’s point of 
view the experiment has been, 
unprofitable so far. “At the 
prices I am: selling the gasoline 
at the self-service island, I lose 
money on every gallon pum­ 
ped.” 
Coulston says he is con­ 
templating raising his price to 
its normal level and hoping that 
customers will use the new 
facility out of curiosity or a. 
f e e l i n g to participate In, 
progress. 
There is one other motivation. 
“I’ve always felt that everyone 
who has ever driven a car, at 
one time or another, has had 
a secret desire to pump his own 
gas.” 
If people do have that desire, 
they haven’t.

In Chemistry 
Any high school student with 
c o l l e g e plans must take 
chemistry. 
For many, this is easy and 
enjoyable. 
But for those whose minds are 
more inclined toward liberal, 
arts, 
simple 
high 
school 
chemistry can be as unin­ 
telligible as Plotinus’ theory of 
Hyostases. 
Recognizing 
this 
problem, 
Owen J. Roberts High School 
chemistry teacher S a m u e l 
Darby, has developed a series 
of independent study lessons 
designed' to help struggling 
chemists. 
Darby recorded a series of 
lectures on cassette tapes, 
available in the school media 
center (as libraries are now 
called in most public schools.) 
Each lecture is accompanied 
by worksheets which the student 
uses as directed by the cassette 
recording and an answer sheet 
which the student can use to 
check his work. 
“Students really don’t pick up 
that, much in lectures,” Darby 
explained. “They pick up most 
of the material thinking out and 
working with the concepts on 
their own. 
“This program is designed to 
help anyone who’s had a dif­ 
ficulty grasping a concept in 
class,” 
he said. “Maybe the 
student was ill and missed 
class. 
What’s more likely, 
maybe he was daydreaming in 
class. Or maybe he just didn’t 
understand it the first time. 
“These students can now go 
to the media center and listen 
lo the tapes after' school," he 
continued. “They can reinforce 
the concepto in their minds by 
listening to the tapes.

Apollo Geologist Hopes to Find Oldest and Youngest Lunar Rocks

WASHINGTON - The only 
professional g e o l o g i s t ever 
tapped for a trip to the moon 
said that he hopes: to bring back 
the oldest and youngest lunar 
rocks 
ever 
found 
when 
he 
returns from the final Apolo 
mission in December. 
Astronaut Harrison H. Sch­ 
mitt told a news briefing on 
the forthcoming Apollo 17 flight 
that the place chosen for touch­ 
down “gives about as high a 
probability” of yielding ancient 
and recent samples as any point 
on the moon. 
Scientists 
believe 
that 
the 
Taurus-Littrow landing area in 
the northeast quadrant (upper 
right-hand corner of the full 
moon as viewed from earth) 
contains exposed material from 
the original crust that congealed 
from the proto-moon’s molten 
mass some 4.5 billion years ago. 
'The area is also thought to 
be covered in parts by ap­ 
parently “new” material that 
welled up from the onee-molten 
depths of the moon, possibly no 
more than 1 billion years ago,! 
or even less. 
Up to now, in five visits to 
the lunar surface, astronauts 
have found, material that ranges 
in age roughly from 3.2 to 4.2 
billion years. This represents 
only about 22 per cent of the 
moon’s lifetime to date. 'What 
happened 
in 
that 
first 
300 
million years and in the most: 
recent ' 3.2 
billion 
remain 
mysteries. 
CLEAR UP 
Schmitt said he and his lunar-1 
s u r f a c e 
partner, 
Mission 
Commander Eugene A. Cernan, 
will try to clear up part of that 
mystery in the course of three: 
days at Taurus-Littrow Dec. 11-j 
14.” 
What they bring back — along 
with several hundred pounds of 
rocks and dirt already returned 
— will be all the material 
available to lunar scientists for 
a long time, quite possibly the 
rest of the century. No more 
manned 
moon 
flights 
are 
planned by the United. States 
and nothing is known for certain 
about any manned Soviety lunar 
missions. 
Schmitt, a swarthy, 37-year- 
old bachelor from New Mexico 
who goes by the nickname Jack, 
was the star of a three-hour 
s h o w 
at 
space 
agency 
headquarters here on scientific 
resulte from, recent moon shots. 
Supporting 
players 
included 
geologists and other scients who 
have squeezed floods of data, out 
of the rocks brought back to 
earth by Schmitt’s and Cernan’s 
10 predecessors beginning with 
Neil 
Armstrong 
and 
Edwin 
Aldrin on the epochal Apollo 11 
flight of July, 1069. 
Summing up what has been 
learned in five lunar landings, 
Schmitt said, “We are on the 
verge — if we’re not already 
there — of understanding the 
origin of another planet. 
“'The big,, significant news of 
Apollo iw that we can standi 
here 
and 
talk 
about 
the: 
evolution of a planet. This is 
news within the total history of ! 
mankind. We went to the moon I 
and, we started to understand: 
our solar system.”

Dr. Paul 
Gast of the manned spacecraft 
center in Houston suggested, 
lies in the demolition of old 
notions proved false. Already 
some ideas of the nature of the 
solar system have been ex­ 
ploded by Apollo discoveries, he 
pointed, out. 
One is that the "average” 
material of planets including 
earth and moon is*'similar to 
th e 
chondritic 
(metallic) 
meteorites

on earth. These objects have 
about the

makeup of 
metallic elements as the sun. 
The 
moon

and a combination nicknamed 
“KREEP” than the chondrites..

being the chemical symbol for 
the element potassium.) 
Another theory that has fallen 
by the wayside is one that holds 
that the moon was belched out’ 
of the molten earth some 4.5 
billion years ago.

moon was formed somewhere 
near the planet Mercury and 
then somehow transported out

A federal court on Sept. 2f 
ordered USDA to make the in 
spection records public. The de 
partment had hoped to appea1 
the decision but did not upon 
the advice of government law­ 
yers a spokesman said.

Inspection Service, said the in­ 
formation ordered by the court 
was forwarded to the depart­ 
ment from field offices in the 
six states.

However, in line with the NASA 
policy of making life in space 
as much as possible as it is 
on garth, McLaughlin said the 
sexual integration of crews on 
future missions was “no doubt 
inevitable.” 
“Then, just as we work in 
heterosexual society on earth, 
we will do so in space. And 
1 imagine that each person will 
work out their relationships on 
the basis of their individual 
needs, just as they do here,” 
he said.

Firm Applies 'Unique Approach' is Signing Up Space Shuttle Help 


LOS ANGELES 
(AP) - 
N o r t h American Rockwell 
Corp. is recruiting an army of 
up to 10,000 subcontractors to 
help put the $2.6 billion space 
shuttle into orbit. 
North American, the prime 
contractor for the biggest space 
project of the 1970s, must line 
up companies, large and small, 
to produce components and 
supplies for the shuttle orbiter. 
These subcontractors andj 
suppliers will slice up among 
them,selves about 53 per cent of 
the program’s total cost over 
the next six years. 
The space shuttle contract 
was awarded to North Ameri­ 
can last July by the National 
Space and Aeronautics Admin­ 
istration. 
The vehicle — about the size 
of a medium-range jetliner — 
is designed for extended stays 
in space where it would launch, 
maintain» retrieve and. repair 
s a t e 1111 e s monitoring and 
analyzing earth problems in 
such areas as air and water 
pollution, agriculture, hydrolo­ 
gy, mineralogy and urban plan­ 
ning. Some call it a “space 
truck.” 
To put the shuttle program 
together, North American is 
hunting out and going to pros­ 
pective subcontractors and sup­ 
pliers instead of waiting for 
them, to come to It 
This is being done by inviting 
presidents and chief engineers 
of thousands of firms to attend 
regional symposiums at which 
they will be told in detail what 
North American, wants -and 
'when and where It needs It, 
These meetings, conducted by a 
five-man North American task 
force, will be held in Long 
Beach., Calif., Nov. 21-22; Fort 
Worth-Dallas Nov. 27, and. Bos­ 
ton Nov. 39-Dec. J. 
“To our knowledge, this is. a 
unique approach,” said John 
Mihelich, director of shuttle 
procurement, in an interview at 
North American’s Space Divi­ 
sion headquarters .in. suburban 
Downey. 
“This is an attempt to pro­ 
vide a broad opportunity for in­ 
terested and capable subcon­ 
tractors to participate in the 
space shuttle orbiter program.. 
“This 'is the first time we’ve 
gone out to alert companies so 
that if they do bid they will 
know what they have to do.”

LOS ANGELES—It is a regrettable act of life that 
only one of the 118 team s playing what is known as 
big-time college football is able to win the national 
championship. 
God knows, a lot of them try. They organize boost­ 
ers to serve as moneybags. They comb the outback 
with Geiger counters, searching for gem s weighing 
218 and running the 100 in 9.5. They m anage their 
boys academ ically, so that proper credits appear be­ 
fore authorities. And they cajole, beg and m anipulate 
among parents to outwit com petitors standing in line 
at the door. 
Mind you, all of the big-tim ers do it this way, 
groping for that D utchm an’s Mine called the national 
championship, which goes each year to only one. 


C U R R E N T L E A D E R 
At this particular moment, Southern California 
is running nervously in front, having now dispatched 
all its opponents, apparently of enough muscle to con­ 
vince those who vote in the polls that Southern Cal 
plays a reputable schedule. 
Indeed, it never has flinched in this respect. With 
a long football tradition, it no more would book lolli­ 
pops than, say, the fencing team at Heidelberg would 
meet a Swiss finishing school. 
But you know the tem perature is being felt at USC 
when the squad goes up to Oregon, fumbles nine tim es 
and plays a scoreless first half. 
Still, you can’t dem ean a team for feeling heat. It 
is there, unm istakably, when it goes for big stakes, 
and often can result in unexpected accidents, such 
as experienced recently by Oklahoma and Notre 
Dame.As coach of Southern Cal for 13 years now, John 
McKay is in the delicate position of having to win 
or suffer terrible dam age to his credentials. 
Out West, you see, the rivals of John have estab­ 
lished for so long and with such positiveness that he 
gets all the players that the poor m an doesn’t dare 
lose.Actually, he hasn’t had a losing season since 1961, 
although when he turns up with a 6-4-1, as he did last 
year, he is a failure at the level of Dunkirk. 
In other words, when he has just a fair season, he 
is adjudged a bum coach, and when he shoots for the 
national cham pionship, he is doing what is expected 
of one so enriched with good livestock. 
USC indisputably is good this year. It has a rough­ 
neck defense. It has backs big and swift. It has fast 
receivers and it is deep. 
How you would com pare this group to Oklahoma, 
Nebraska, Alabam a, M ichigan, or Ohio State is hard to 
say. But there is no way you would call it inferior, a 
judgm ent obviously shared by those who do the 
national voting. 
USC has reposed atop the polls since the first 
week, at which point N ebraska was cooperative enough 
to get itself knocked off by UCLA. 
For the Cornhuskers, it was sort of like falling 
off a train. They have been running like hell since 
to try to catch it at the next stop. 
Like most business executives in the Space Age, 
McKay works harder than he should, groveling for 
new' efficiency in his operation. He symbolizes the con­ 
tem porary bigtime college football coach, cast in cir­ 
cumstances noticeably different from, those of his 
predecessor. 
Once a philosopher in a sw eatshirt, the typical 
university coach used to dram atize the role the game 
played in molding manhood. 
Today, it is his job to dredge up a piece of talent, 
teach him how to play and turn him over to his lawyer, 
his tax advisor and his business m anager for negotia­ 
tion with the pros. 


L E A V E S NO DOUBTS 
For all the years he has coached at USC, McKay 
never has run scared of alumni. He hasn’t flaunted his 
independence, but he always has m ade it clear that 
he picked the starters, drew all the plays and tolerated 
no kibitzing in general. 
“Above all,” John once told me, “I won’t put up 
with drunks phoning me at m idnight’*1 
Which, of course, is an adm irable line to draw, 
because you tend to find, as you get older, that any­ 
thing said after 11 o’clock you’ve heard before. 
After 11, the bores take over, and you choose to 
ascribe M cKay’s success to the fact he turns them off.

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All About Horses 


By JOHN H. SHROPSHIRE 


The question usually coin.es up this time of year 
as to whether horses should have their coats clipped 
or not. 
The answer depends on a number of factors. 
How much hair growth the horse has, how much you 
ride, your ability to care for your horse after he is 
clipped and how willing he is. 
Maybe the last reason should be first, for I have 
known, som e horses that were so skittish it just didn't 
seem worth the effort. 
And, if you think it takes a lot of effort today to 
clip a horse, how about back in the early 1800’s before 
they had mechanical clippers? 
According to “Every Horse Owner’s Cyclopedia’’ 
it would take two men from 16-20 hours to clip the 
average size horse, working with combs and scissors. 
What a barber bill you would get for a job like that 
today! 
But even then it must have gotten too expensive 
for the scissors were soon replaced with the singeing 
lamp. This was a device that had a m etal comb with 
built in. jets in the teeth that burned off the hair. How 
would you like to get that flaming machine close to 
some horses you know? 
One clown even suggested shaving your horse 
then, letting the hair grow. 
It is no wonder that mechanical clippers were 
invented. First they were driven by a hand-powered 
crank, then later with gasoline and electric motors. 
These sam e m echanical clippers, by the way, were 
the fore-runners of today’s automobile speedometers. 
The new auto industry borrowed the flexible shaft 
principle from hand clippers. 
Back to the pros and cons of clipping today. 
If you are concerned about removing your horse's 
winter coat just when it seem s he will be needing it 
the most, consider this: 
GROW W INTER COAT 
Horses developed the ability to grow a winter coat 
thousands of years ago. Such a coat was practically 
waterproof and kept them warm. This was important 
because their winter food supply was very limited and 
it took food to generate body heat. 
The only limitation was that if a horse did exercise 
a lot, he would sweat from the heavy coat. But, he 
didn’t exercise that much and it was no problem. 
Time hasn’t changed the horse’s characteristics, 
he still grows a winter coat, even in mild clim ates and 
food still generates body heat. 
What has changed is that people want to ride him 
In the winter and if he has a heavy coat he sweats 
freely. This does double damage, it spoils his water 
proofing (sweat washes out the grease) and if he is 
not thoroughly dried after exercising he can catch a 
cold. 
Clipping the hair coat is the only solution if you 
are going to be riding a lot during the winter. This 
allows him to stay comfortable while working and 
makes him easier to groom afterwards. 
Since you supply him with enough food, he can 
generate most of the body heat necessary to keep him* 
self comfortable. A light blanket to ward off drafts 
is usually all that’s necessary, Don’t try to close up 
the stable to keep him warm, this is unhealthy. Do 
protect him from cold rain. 
If your horse doesn’t like being clipped, here’s 
a trick used by one trainer that may help. He uses 
a vacuum grooming brush on his horses for about 
five days before clipping. They like it and by the time 
he is ready to clip, their coat is good and clean and 
they don’t seem to mind the clippers. 
What it really boils down to, is to decide whether 
your horse will be more 
comfortable in a light dry 
coat or a long shaggy wet one.
